Dwight Morrow prevented war with 
Mexico three years ago. You will 
remember President Harding sent 
Mr. Sheffield to Mexico to pay a 
political debt he owed Sheffield. 
The only thing Mr. Sheffield would 
do was to stir up trouble. Things 
went .so' far that. Mr. Kellogg, who 
was secretary of state, threatened 
to break off diplomatic relations 
with Mexico and even went so far 
as to threaten the use of armed 
foro© against her. Some one with 
good memory, remembered that we 
had a solemn treaty with, Mexico 
by which we agreed to submit to 
arbitration all disputes with our 
neighbors on the south. This was 
included In the treaty with Mexico 
at the end of the Mexican war In 
1848. A petition signed by 100 pro­ 
fessors of political science In the 
various universities wan sent to 
Mr, Kellogg calling his attention to 
this arbitration clause In our treaty 
with our sister republic and urging 
him to follow it. They also called 
President Coolldge’» attention to It, 
But to no avail. Those In Wash­ 
ington. who were next to things 
saw war with Mexico looming on 
the horison, Mr. Libby whose 
business, that is he makes it his 
business, is to know tha Inside of 
things relating to war and peace, 
called Paul Harris, his secretary, 
In and said: ’There are Just two 
men In the world now. either one 
of whom can prevent this war with 
Mexico. They are the grand old 
man, Elihu Root and Dwight W. 
Morrow. You take the next train 
for New York and see If you can 
gpt one of them to stop Mr, Cool- 
Idge or rather get Mr. Coolldge to 
stop Ambassador Sheffield and 
Secretary Kellogg.’ 
Mr. Harris, knowing Mr. Root 
slightly and not knowing Mr. Mor­ 
row. went first to Mr. Root. He 
laid the facts and conditions be­ 
fore Mr. Root, who replied thus: 
* feel that, my relations to my party 
and to Mr. Coolldge at present are 
such that It Is not wise for me to 
undertake the mission, and I would 
rather not.* Mr. Harris then hast­ 
ened to the office of Mr. Morrow, 
who received him kindly and heard 
his story sympathetically with, the 
question, "Do you really think the 
situation Is so serious?* On being 
assured that it was, Mr. Morrow, 
In the presence of Mr. Harris, call­ 
ed President Coolldge on the phone 
and asked him to hold up an de­ 
cision. on Mexico till he reached 
W ashington. Then, he took the next 
train to the capital and conferred 
with Mr. Coolldge. The result was 


that Mr. Sheffield came home for 
his health and a rest and Mr. Mor­ 
row was eent as ambassador to 
Mexico. Mr. Kellogg made no more 
threats. The sudden change in our 
relations with our neighboring re­ 
public and the very friendly feel­ 
ings since, you *11 know very well. 
”8', Have such men ** Chester 
Rowell, Dr. Graham, and Dr. Cook, 
come and talk to you on these sub­ 
jects, And when you get a man 
of that ability and authority, do 
not put your candle under a bushel, 
but let. it shine for all by Inviting 
the public to your meeting, These 
men are 1000 watt lamps rather 
than candles. 
’’9 One of the biggest things you 
can do Is to support the president 
In asking the senate to ratify both 
the world court accession and the 
Pan-American arbitration treaty 
when they are submitted, which i 
understand will be during the ses­ 
sion of the coming congress.

On October 2, 1701. Yale univer­ 
sity, then know n as the Collegiate 
School of C onnecticut, received its 
ch arter from th e Colonial Assembly 
and w as form ally opened a t Soy- 
brook. 
For 60 years before th e opening 
of the new school the people of 
C onnecticut had been sending their 
sons to H arvard.
